Rain Prevents Children’s 
Fete; Aviator Is Guest of 
New York at Dinner. 


New York, June 14 (By A. P.).—Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh’s only public ap- 
pearance today was at a banquet ten- 
dered him tonight by the City of New 
York. 

(Tomorrow he wiil fly to Washington 
for his plane, Spirit of St. Louis.) 

It was by far the largest municipal 
banquet ever given in this city. More 
than 3,500 guests, including State and 
municipal officials and others promi- 
nent in various walks of life were pres- 
ent. 

Col. Lindbergh was seated at the cen- 
ter of a dais, the front of which was 
painted to represent a monoplane. His 
seat was planned to give the impression 
that he was in a cockpit. At opposite 
ends of the dais were models of the 
Statue of Liberty and the Eiffel Tower. 

Col. Lindbergh and Gov. Alfred E. 
Smith were listed as the only speakers 
of the evening, with Mayor James E. 
Walker acting as toastmaster. 

When Lindbergh rose to speak at 
midnight the diners gave him a three- 
minute ovation. As in his other 
speeches, he stressed the need for plan- 


i ning a passenger air service comparable 


in efficiency to the air mail. 

“Our greatest need,” he said, “is for 
airports close to the great cities.” 

Referring briefly to his own exploit, 
Lindbergh asserted that the next great 
step in transatlantic communication by 
air would be that of multimotored 
planes. 

“I believe,” he said, “that they will 
start to demonstrate their possibilities 
in a very short time, although regular 
communication by air will not start un- 
til years of development and research 


have passed.” 
Time to Look Forward. 


The colonel said he believed the pres- 
ent was “a very fitting time” to look 
forward to the possibilities of commer- 
cial passenger service in the air. . 

“This country,” he continued, “is 
naturally situated to be the leader in 
flying. We have no international bor- 
ders to complicate things, our weather 
conditions are relatively good and we 
have a people to whom time. means 
more than it does to any other; also, 
we have the best air service, but our 
passenger service has not been de- 
veloped. 

“We do not look forward to war, yet 
one of the surest ways to be prepared 
for it is to have an aviation personnel 
that is easily organized.” 


Flier Eludes Reporters.

Le Bourget, France, June 14 (By 
P.).—The first effort to break the long 
distance nonstop flight record of 3,905 
miles, now held by Clarence D. Cham- 
berlin, ended in flames today. 

Capt. Georges Pelletier Doisy, noted 
French long-distance aviator, who made 
a Paris-Tokyo flight in 1924, and M. 
Gonin, his nav'gator, taking off at 4:10 
p. m. for Karachi, India, 4,400 miles 
away, were unable to get higher than 
30 feet in their machine and made a 
forced landing after going about 2%, 
miles when their plane could no. longer 


maintain the necessary speed. 
The plane, which carried 5,000 liters 


of gasoline, came down easily in a 
wheat field, but the gasoline tanks ex- 
ploded and the machine was immedi- 
ately enveloped in flames.

Berlin Hears Warsaw Will Get 
Ultimatum; Germany to 
Warn Soviet. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Warsaw, June 14.—It is asserted 
here that Russia has called its terri- 
torial army reserves to the colors and 
that they are concentrating on the Pol- 
ish border. These reserves are generally 
called in for three weeks’ practice, but 
this time, it was announced, the men 
are to stay in service four months. The 
Soviets explain that the purpose of this 
measure is to improve the training of 
the reserves, but the Polish papers claim 
this is not plausible since most of the 
troops are concentrating near the Pol- 
ish border and they nervously point to 
the fact that the new mobilization 
draws 300,000 new men to the colors 
in Russia. 

Couriers arriving from Moscow report 
scenes of panic in the Russian capital, 
with foreigners flocking to their consu- 
lates to ébtain visas and protection to 
leave the realm of terror in Moscow. 
The Soviets have proclaimed a state of 
“special war defense and protection” for 
Moscow and the surrounding military 
district, which increases the anxiety*of 
the public. 

Censorship Is Imposed. 

Only a few Russians crossed the bor- 
der of Poland this week, which the 
Poles explain is due to the fact that 
all the officers in Russia have been for- 
bidden to permit Russian citizens to 
leave the country. They add that the 
postal and telegraph authorities have 
refused to accept telegrams for private 
individuals since Saturday. 

Under the impression of the terror- 
istic reports from Russia, public opin- 
ion in ‘Warsaw-is turning in favor of 
Boris Kowode, the murderer of .Minis- 
ter Peter Voikoff. Kowode is to be 
tried tomorrow. The Polish press de- 
mands that he be treated lentiently. 
“in view. of the Soviet terrorism.” 
Young Kowode’s counsel, W. Andreet, 
has been showered with good wishes 
for his client. Russian authorities here 
claim that a third Russian note to 
Poland is in prepara‘ion and that they 
c.r not assume responsibility for peace 
on the border.if the Poles fail to sen- 
tence the young murderer to death. 

Americans who came out of Russia 
this week declare that until Thursday 
of last week they were able to circulate 
freely, and that traveling was relatively 
comfortable, but that since then a tre- 
mendous nervousness las seized the 
public and soldiers. In Moscow, for 
instance, the public is not permitted 
to come into the vicinity of the Krem- 
lin, which until a short time ago could 
be approached by the people.

Princeton and Wisconsin Are 
Excéptions; Dartmouth Men 
Hate Dry Law. 


RESULT OF SURVEY TOLD 


Westerville, Ohio, June 14 (By A. 
P.).—Less than one-half of 1 per cent 
of this year’s graduates of colleges and 
high schools of the country drink to 
excess and fewer than 5 per cent drink 
occasionally, according to a survey just 
completed ahd announced by the Anti- 
saloon League of America today. 

The statement is .based upon an- 
swers to questionnaires sent to approx- 
imately 100 city school superintendents 
and 100 college presidents. Most of 
the larger colleges and universities were 
said to have replied that drinking 
among the student body has “greatly 
diminished.” 

Princeton and the University of Wis- 
consin were the only large universities 
in the, country reporting any appre- 
ciable amount of drinking. Princeton 
reported the number to be “very large, 
much more than one-half.” The Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin reported 1 per cent 
of its student body to be hard drink-~- 
ers, 78 per cent. occasional tipplers and 
25 per cent teetotalers. 

Harvard reported that “drunkenness 
has diminished among college students 
hére, and Colgate, University of Minne- 
sota, University of Kansas, Stanford 
University, West Virginia and DePauw 
all reported less drinking to an appre- 
ciable extent. 

Dartmouth replied that the amount 
of drinking was small, but so opposed 
to the principle of the Volstead law is 
the Dartmouth. student body that the 
president declared the “bulk of any 
given class in the college would go out 
of its way to indicate an approving 
attitude toward drinking and even a

CHAIN BRIDGE DANGER 
TO MOTORISTS BARED 


Maj. Covell Tells Conferees 
Abutment on Virginix 
Side ls Weakened. 


Danger to motorists from the con- 
dition of the south abutment of Chain 
bridge was the subject yesterday of a 
conference between Maj. W. E. R. 
Covell, assistant to the Engineer Com- 
missioner, Representative R. Walton 
Moore, of Virginia, and Frank B, Lyon, 
It was pointed out by Maj. Covell 
that the abutment on the Virginia side 
is in such a weakened condition that 
it is possible that a heavily laden 
motor truck, striking it suddenly and 
at a high speed might cause it to col- 
lapse. 

A “stop” sign has been placed 60 feet 
from the bridge, containing a caution 
to come to a full stop, approach the 
bridge carefully and cross it slowly. 
Representative Moore said he would 
try to get the Virginia authorities to 
place guards at the bridge relieving 
each other throughout the 24 hours 
each day to see that machines stop. 
The possibility of having to close the 
bridge to traffic was canvassed, but it 
Was agreed that the danger is not suf- 
ficiently grave at present to warrant 


that step, if the guards can be pro- 
vided. 


CHAMBER TO STUDY 
BUDGET ESTIMATES 


Committee Will Then Confer 
With Other Trade 


Organizations. 


The board of directors of the Wash- 
ington Chamber of Commerce appoint- 
ed a special committee at its meeting 
last night to make a thorough investi- 
gation of the estimates for the 1929 
budget for the District and then to 


confer with the committees of the 
Board of Trade and the Merchants and 
Manufacturers Associations on the esti- 
mates. 

The special committee of the cham- 
ber will meet next Wednesday. The 
members of the committee appointed: 
by Martin A Leese, president of the 
chamber, are Charles Darr, Ivan .C., 
Weld, Ernest E. Harrell, Martin A. 
Leese and Dorsey W. Hyde, jr., secre- 
tary. 

In speaking of the estimate for the 
schools, Dr. Frank Ballou, superinten- 
dent, declared that the estimate could 
not be decreased without materially 
affecting the five-year building pro- 
gram. Should the estimate be de- 
creased the five-year program would be 
extended six, seven or eight years, he 
stated. Charles Darr declared that the 
District should not economize at the 
expense of the children and that the 
schools should be appropriated every 
cent needed. 

Declaring that the citizens of the 
District are taxed too high, Arthur C. 
Moses urged that a bond issue be float- 
ed. The slogan “pay as yéu go” is 
“idiotic,” he stated, when all sorts of 
improvements are needed. He held that 
a bond issue would be cheaper in the 
long run and that the problem con- 
fronting the city is the education of 
the people and Congress to the needs 
of the bond issue.

IN STORMY SESSION 


Delegates of “Outlaw” Union 
Excluded on Red Affilia- 
tion Accusation. 


DETECTIVE’S PRESENCE 
FORESTALLS VIOLENCE 


Whether A. F. of L. Policies 
Shall Prevail Will Be De- 
termined Today. 


While a continuous undercurrent of 
wrangling and confusion flowed 
throughout the sessions, delegates to 


the eighth annual convention of the 
International Fur Workers Union of the 
United States and Canada in the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor Building yes- 
terday heard the communist party 
scourged with verbal lashes and ex- 
cluded “outlaw” delegations from par- 
ticipating in the sessions. 

The convention opened Monday and 
resulted in such an outburst of dis- 
order that the afternoon session was 
called off, -nd the police department 
was appealed to for protection. Two 
detectives were present during the ses- 
sions yesterday, and their presence pre- 
vented serious outbursts. 

Morris Sigman, of New York City, 
president of the International Ladies 
Garment Workers Unian, was tendered 
an ovation, which drowned out occa- 
sional “hisses” after he addressed the 
convention and denounced the com- 
munist party. He termed the mové 
ment of the communists to control the 
garment workers’ unions a disease, 
which must be stamped out if the 
union is to prosper. 

The delegates look to this year’s 
meeting to determine whether the 
union is to abitie by the policies of the 
American Federation of Labor or 
whether it will support the principles 
of the Communist party. Today is 
considered the day of reckoning by the 
delegates, as the convention committee 
will report. 


Election is Stormy. 


The election of the convention com- 
mittees was also stormy. Dissenting 
delegates made accusations of “pack- 
ing” the committees and instigating 
movements to expel them. Finally the 
committees were elected and agreed to 
hold meetings in executive sessions 
during the night and to report today. 
The grievance and appeals committee 
and the committee on action of the 
general board report arc looked upon 
as the most. important. 

During the heated morning session, 
by a vote of 57 to 7, the delegates de- 
cided to exclude from participation in 
the convention proceeding the delegates 
of four New York unions, whose mem- 
bers are under suspension. 

The general executive board report, 
which was read by Oizen Shachtman, 
international president, accused the 
members of liation with the Com- 
munist party and attempting to dis- 
rupt the union. After reading the re- 
port, the chairman appointed a com- 
mittee of three to investigate the griev- 
ances of the suspended members and 
bring their appeals before the various 
committees. 

Throughout the day Harry Englander, 
a delegate from Toronto, who is looked 
upon as the leader of the radical dele- 
gation, and President Shachtman in- 
dulged in continuous wrangling. Eng- 
lander was voted on the special griev- 
ance committee and several other com- 
mittees. Every effort of the dissenting 
group to raise a point before the body 
was drowned in the volume of hooting 
of the delegates.

the people for aviation purposes. 

It is the saying now “Join the Navy 
and see the world, but join the naval 
aviation and see the next world.” 


There is a reason for this. In com- 
mand of naval air matters are incom- 
petent directing heads, placed there 
by the battleship men to keep a 
strangle hold on air power. This means 
incompetence all the way down. To- 
day the Navy lives principally on hot 
air 

by their Washington lobby. 
Since the naval vessels were sunk by 
airplanes in 1921 and it was proved to 
the world that battleships were useless, 
the naval propagandists still hedged 
behind the cry that airplanes could 
not fiy across the seas. They were 
successful in preventing service pilots 
from doing it. 

But the civilian, Lindbergh, using 
his head, his practical flying knowledge 
and his indomnitable courage, fiew 
across the sea. 

The eyes of the world were upon 
him. The Navy knew that Lindbergh’s 
flight\would be a tremendously power- 
ful lever to those concerned with na- 
tional defense, because the use of the 
airplane, an economical instrument, 
would cut. down appropriations’ for 
battleships, save money to. the tax- 
payers, and sea power would become 
secondary to air power. It would mean 
that the direction of flying would be 
taken from the hands of the Navy De- 
partment and turned over to actual 
fiying men such as Lindbergh, who 
would know how to handle it, make 
it safe and sure. 


Blames Navy “Bureaucrats.” 


The Navy bureaucrats were quick to 
see this effect of Lindbergh's flight. 
One may imagine them running to the 
President and calling on the industries 
that sell them equipment to assist, s0 
as to turn Lindbergh's flight to their 
advantage from a propaganda stand- 
point. They carried their point and 
sent the cruiser Memphis to. take 
charge of Lindbergh, They had done 
nothing to help him before the flight, 
but now they made a great uproar 
over him, because they had to bend to 
the current of popular opinion. They 
took his airplane, the Spirit of St. 
Louis, which had been carefully crated 
in Europe by the English, put it on 
board the Memphis, and as Col. Lind- 
bergh says, the salt moisture was al- 
lowed to enter it. Of course it caused 
corrosion wherever it struck. There 
was no excuse for not keeping this 
plane. safe and dry on its trip across. 
The plane was taken off at Anacostia 
by the Navy and assembled under the 
Navy’s direction. The Navy had plenty 
of time to test it in every way, but 
when Col. Lindbergh came to the 
plane to fly it to New York, it was in 
no fit condition to fly.° There is no 
excuse for this either. It was the one 
failure in the Spirit of St. Louis’ per- 
formance, and it was caysed by the or- 
ganization in this country which has 
always impeded and held up aviation 
—the Navy. 

I noticed that one of the naval bu- 
reaucrats has addressed a letter to your 
paper, attempting to excuse the Navy's 
position in this matter, so as to ap- 
pease the public mind. In this state- 
ment there is something to this effect, 
“When the engine was started, the 
trouble was such that if failure had 
occurred in midair after taking off, 
the plane could have continued to its 
destination under the light load car- 
ried.” 

Cites Danger to Pilot. 


The writer of this has little regard 
for the life of a pilot when he makes 
such a statement, because if there is 
any trouble whatever with an engine, 
it is apt to st6ép and if it stops or tears 
to pieces, the life of the pilot is often 
the forfeit. 

It is the sort of statement that is 
to be expected from a man inexperi- 
enced in aviation and merely put up 
as a figurehead for the naval bu- 
reaucracy. * 

Again I reiterate, there is no excuse 
for not having Lindbergh’s plane in 
shape. It is a fair sample of how the 
Navy handles aviation in general. As 
long as the American people entrust 
any considerable part of aviation to the 
Navy, they are not only throwing money 
away uselessly, but also the lives of 
many a god pilot. 

One of the great lessons of Lind- 
bergh’s wonderful accomplishment is 
that aviation in America should be 
put under a separate department of 
aviation coequal with the Army and 
Navy, as in the case in the great coun- 
tries of Europe. Then real flying men 
could be put in charge of it, the tre- 
mendous overhead required for main- 
taining the obsolete parts of the Navy 
could be dispensed with, and we could 
get away from the everlasting Navy pro- 
paganda which spreads falsehood after 
falsehood about aviation and National 
defense all over the country.

present to give special attention to the 
engine. Not only were these factory 
engineers available, but also the me- 
chanics of the Anacostia Naval Air Sta- 
tion have had an enormous amount of 
experience in testing, developing and 
operating Wright “Whirlwind” engines 
identical with that with which Col, 
Lindbergh’s plane was equipped, This 
typé of engine was first developed by 
the Wright Corporation for naval use 
and in its successive forms has been 
operating in the hands of naval per- 
sonnel throughout its entire history, 
now covering a number of years. 

The plane, disassembled and packed 
in two crates, was delivered to the Na- 
val Air Station at about 6 o’clock Sat- 
urday evening. Uncrating and erection 
of the plane began immediately and 
continued without intermission, the 
air station mechanics staying on 
through the night, until completion, 
at about 4 a. m. Sunday, when the 
engine was tested under the observa- 
tion of the makers’ representative. In 
addition to the ordinary work of as- 
sembly and of making the engine 
ready, the air station mechanics, under 
the direction of naval officers, had 
made repairs of various minor damages 
resulting from handling or in the 
course of crating for shipment. Later 
during the day the representative of 
the Wright Corporation reported to 
the vice president of that corporation 
and to a representative of the Bureau 
of Aeronautics that the engine was 
functioning properly, and then left 
Washington for New York. There was 
of course no flight test, as no one but 
Col. Lindbergh has flown the machine, 
and naturally it would not be flown 
except upon his request. 


Holds Plane Could Have Flown. 


On Monday morning the plane was 
made ready for flight and filled with 
the amount of gasoline desired by 
Col. Lindbergh. The engine was not 
again tested, as there seemed no pos- 
sible reason to anticipate difficulty 
after the satisfactory operation of the 
preceding day and as long-continued 
operation at low speed awaiting Col. 
Lindbergh’s arrival, the exact time of 
which was uncertain, would in itself 
be likely to cause fouling and unsat- 
isfactory operation after the throttle 
was opened 

When the engine was started after 
the arrivgl of Col. Lindbergh, it did not 
function properly. The trouble was of 
such nature that the plane could prob- 
ably have taken off, and if the failure 
had occurred in the air the plane could 
have continued its journey to destina- 
tion under the light load carried. A 
prudent regard, however, for the his- 
toric value of this plane dictated that 
repairs be effected' before proceeding. 

Repairs were immediately undertaken 
by the personnel of the Naval Air Sta- 
tion, Removal of the front cover plate 
revealed a broken cam follower, a fail- 
ure which inspection indicated to have 
begun some time in the past and to 
have been developing gradually. Dis- 
covery of this defect would not have 
been possible by the personnel con- 
cerned, expert though they were, with- 
out disassembling the engine, for which 
there seemed to be no reason in view 
of its consistently - satisfactory opera- 
tidn at all times in its previous his- 
Story and of the amount of operation 
that it had received since its last over- 
haul. While the failure probably would 
not have proven at all serious in its 
consequences if it had occurred in 
flight, it can only be set down as one 
of those things which happen one time 
in a thousand and against which it is 
hardly possible to guard. ‘Such failures 
are exceedingly rare and are far less 
ch tic of es bagi ormance of 
modern aircraft 


than is the

AFTER AN OPERATION 


Westinghouse Chairman Was 
Decorated for Service 
During World War. 


New York, June 14 (By A. P.).—Brig. 
Gen. G. E. Tripp,. chairman of the 
board, Westinghouse Electric & Manu- 
facturing Co., died tonight at the New 
York Hospital of complications, follow- 
ing an operation.

The White House, which several 
months ago was shifted from 1400 
Pennsylvania avenue to Dupont Circle, 
is now literally moving on wheels, 
More than 80 persons and no small por- 
tion of the White House menagerie are 
aboard the special train. The entire 
staff that is to serve at the summer 
White House is here, typewriters are 
clicking, the radio is communicating, 
victrolas are playing and the movies 
are showing. It is a small community, 
not so much s0 numerically, but in 
bustle and activity. 


A pilot engine speeds 25 minutes 
ahead carrying signals for the proceed- 
ing train. All railroad men know that 
nothing is to come between these sig- 
nals and the red lights by night and 
the red flags by day on the rear of 
the presidential train. 

Out of the rolling country of western 
Maryland, the rim of West Virginia 
and southeastern Ohio, the train rolled 
today onto the prairie land of the Ohio 
Valley. It came out of a driving rain 
of last night into a somber dusk to- 
day. Before Hammond, stops were made 
only at railway division points where 
crowds of railway workers and their 
families gathered and received the 
President warmly. For them it was an 
event comparable to the periodical 
coming of the pay train when the 
stores remain open late at night and 
the merchants put on their best bar- 
gain sales. 


Rob Roy Speaks. 


At Willard, Ohio, early this morning 
the President and Mrs. Coolidge took 
advantage of the stop to get off and 
“stretch.” Rob Roy and Prudence 
Prim, two collies riding in state,, were 
brought from the baggage car and per- 
mitted to join in the stroll. Roy in 
fact, stepped into the role of White 
House spokesman. In _ response to 
calls for a speech, the President told 
the illustrious canine to bark and he 
responded with a lusty one. 

“That should do for a speech,” the 
President said laughingly. 

The President added a touch of 
homeliness to his luxurious car by 
shaving himself with a straight razor. 
He is said to use a straight razor all 
the time and those who have been 
closely associated with him for a long 
time say he has never shown the 
slightest scratch on his face.

this region was almost unknown. A

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few venturesome explorers passing over 
it had Jeft it to remain the haunt of 


the wild life and the sav tribes of 
the midcontinent. For a 1 period it 
was claimed as a part of the French 
dominions. It was not until the Treaty 
of Paris, in 1763, brought te a close 
the Seven Years’ War that it passed un- 
der English rule. For a century and 

quarter it remained almost virgin wil- 
derness until Co organized the 
Northwest Territory by the act of 1787. 


Indians Moved in 1836. 


this locality until they were removed 
beyond the Mississippi in 1836. While 
white settlers began to arrive early in 
the nineteenth century, and as early as 
1833 a stage route ran along the banks 
of Lake Michigan from Detroit to 
Chicago, this immediate locality re- 
mained sufficiently unoccupied, so that 
between 1855 and 1860 several thousand 
acres of land were bought for $1.25 an 
acre, and sufficiently wild, so that it 
is related that as late as 1864 one trap- 
per caught as many as 1,500 muskrat 
and mink along the banks of the Calu- 
met River. When a large 

bullt in Whiting for the re 

storage of petroleum in 1889, not more 
than half a dozen small houses were 
located there. When H. Ham- 
mond started a packing plant in the 
town which bears his name, about 1873, 
the place had few inhabitents. There 
were only 1,200 people,in Bast Chicago 
when it was incorporated in 1893. 


From these meager Pica these 
three cities, which, with the villages of 
Munster and Highland, make up the 
North Township, now have a popula- 
tion of over 150,000. They have become 
a great manufacturing center of steel 
products, railroad equipment, motor 
trucks, machinery, refined oil, and 
chemicals. Their assessed valuation is 
nearing $200,000,000. The value of im- 
provements completed within the last 
year, now under way, and projected 
amounts to over $325,000,000. To the 
east is the city of Gary, with its im- 
mense steet plants and a population 
thought to exceed 100,000 people and 
an annual pay roll of scores of millions 
of dollars. Such a rapid development, 
now rivaling many of our oldest cities, 
is difficult to comprehend. It is in- 
conceivable that it could take place in 
any land but America. 

Along with the growth of the 
material side of life has gone the 
growth of the intellectual side of com- 
munity life. While factories have been 
building, schools and libraries have 
followed. It is reported that a scienti- 
fic survey made of one of these cities 
to determine what improvements could 
be suggested found the standards and 
administration of the public-school 
system so admirable that there appear- 
ed to be nothing to criticize. 


Location of Importance. 


Location has been of considerable 
importance in this development. This 
erea lies at the southern extremity of 
Lake Michigan, so that ore and other 
raw materials come in by water, while 
it is also close to the great coal fields 
of Indiana, Illinois, and Ohio. Through 
this region run the lines of many great 
railroads, taking its products easily to 
a great part of our national domain. 
It is near to the center of population, 
which is now located in Indiana, and 
is peculiarly connected with the growth 
of the great Southwest. But when all 
these advantages have been consider- 
ed, we come to the inescapable con- 
clusion that the real foundations on 
which these communities rest, the 
main reliance on which they depend, 
is the character of their people. To 
the underlying strain of native stock 
have been added the industry, the 
skill, the perseverance, and the courage 
of many other lands. Many languages 
are spoken here. But considering 
them all, who shall say which are 
making the most valuable contribu- 
tion, which most truly represent the 
spirit of the age, which are the best 
Americans? 

Patriotism ,is indigenous to this soil. 
Not the visionary variety which talks 
of love of country but makes no sacri- 
fices for it, but the higher, sterner kind, 
which does and dares, defending as- 
saults upon its firesides and intrusion 
upon its liberty with a musket in its 
hands. Yet they are orderly, peace- 
able people, neither arrogant nor 
quarrelsome, seeking only those advan- 
tages which come from the well-earned 
rewards of enterprise and industry. 

Such a people always respond when 
there is need for military service. At 
the time of the Mexican War, Lake 
County had but a scattering settlement, 
yet 25 or 30 of its men joined a com- 
pany of volunteers which was organized 
by Joseph P. Smith. In the war be- 
tween the North and the South the 
county had but little over 9,000 popula- 
tion, but it supplied more than a 
thousand men for the Union. forces. 
Of that number, 78 died as a result of 
their service. Almost every able-bodied 
man in the county must have gone to 
the defense of the flag. 


Responded To War With Spain. 


The city of Hammond furnished the 
entire roster of Company A of the 
One Hundred and Sixty-first Volunteer 
Infantry, and other parts of the North- 
west Township responded equally well 
in the war with Spain. It was not 
until the World War, however, that 
this township made its large contribu- 
tion for the defense of our country. 
Its record there is a most distinguished 
one. In the Second, Eighty-fourth, 
Eighty-ninth, and the Rainbow Divi- 
sions there were 6,971 of your people. 
Their capacity, courage, and military 
ability are shown by the number of 
citations for distinguished service 
which they received. Hammond, East 
Chicago, and Whiting, all gained spe- 
cial recognition in each of the Liberty 
loan drives for having raised their full 
quotas in every call within 24 hours. 
A notable achievement in Hammond 
was the construction of the building 
for war work, called Liberty Hall. Six 
hundred workmen contributing their 
services, this structure which seated 
3,200 people, was erected, painted, and 
dedicated within eight hours. It was 
not only as individuals, but as whole 
industrial organizations turning out 
vast supplies, furnishing engineering 
and technical skill, that this township 
put ite whole resource at the service 
of humanity. 

It was to be expected that after the 
victory was won, the men and women 
who accomplished, it had turned to 
their peace-time vocations, the rtrains 
and dislocations of the war had been 
somewhat adjusted, and prosperity had 
again returned, that the public spirit 
of this community would require that 
some fitting memorial be provided as 


a tribute to all who served, and par-| 


ticularly to those who/gave their lives 
in the great conflict. Having a prac- 
tical turn of mind, they wished for 
something not only beautiful but use- 
ful. Happily it was determined to com- 
bine the desire for a memorial with the 
desire for an extensive recreation park.

The old First Church in Boston es- 
tablished an outdoor playground for 
children in 1866, and soon after the 
neighboring town of Brookline purchas- 
ed land for the same purpose. While 
there were public parks and gardens 
adorned with shrubs and flowers, and 
laid out with walks, one of the first 
efforts to provide such places with re- 
creational facilities was made in the 
famous Charlesbank outdoor gymnas- 
ium at Boston about 1890. Louisville, 
Ky., quickly followed, and around 1900 
the city of New York, partly under the 
influence of Jacob Riis, began to open 
a number of small playground parks. 


Parks Vital Development/ 


Now, there is scarcely a municipality 
in our country that has not made 
some provision for these important 
functions. Almost as much attention 
is given #8 providing places for the 
peaple to @lay as is given to furnish- 
ing them with places to live and places 
to work. The present century has seen 
a tremendously vital development in 
the opening up of small parks in con- 
gested centers, the laying out of play- 
grounds for children, the building of 
community centers to minister to the 
normal ‘social life of the young folks, 
and the establishment of athletic and 
recreation fields for the general public, 
The wholesome, strengthening, re- 
fining influence which all of these 
have had upon American life is beyond 
estimation. It is all an important 
part of the dominant purpose of this 
Republic to raise up a people who are 
fit to rule. 


The immediate aim of these efforts 

is to improve the public health. It 
is realized that sound bodies mean an 
increased industrial efficiency. But the 
purpose goes beyond this to the cleans- 
ing and clarifying of the mind, rais- 
ing the whole standard of life. It is 
becoming better and better understood 
that a sound body, an informed mind, 
normal social contacts, and that con- 
tentment which comes from oppor- 
tunity for a broader self-expression, 
are all vital factors in the preservation 
of our national existence. The signi- 
ficance of this development is trium- 
phantly American. In this country 
the sciences, the arts, the humanities, 
are not reserved for a supposed aristo- 
cracy, but for the whole of the people. 
Here we do not extend privilege to a 
few, we extend privilege to everybody. 
That which was only provided for kings 
and nobles in former days, we bestow 
freely. on the people at large. The 
destiny of America is to give the people 
still more royal powers, to strengthen 
their hand for a more effective grasp 
upon the scepter. 
‘ At the risk of being tedious I have 
attempted to explain what I conceive 
has been taking place in this region, 
because it is so representative of the 
growth of our whole country. Taken 
as a whole, it is the most wonderful 
picture of human advancement that 
the world has ever seen. We can visual- 
ize it in its early beginnings, a few peo- 
ple daring the perils of an unknown 
wilderness along the Atlantic seaboard, 
seeking only the privilege of living their 
own life in their own way, inspired by 
a fervent zeal to be free. 


Became Numerous and Strong. 


We know how they flourished and 
became numerous and strong. They set 
up their local town meetings and estab- 
lished a representative system for the 
government of their colonies. They 
built free public schools and centered 
their community life around their 
places of worship. As they nearly all 
drew their substance from the soil and 
were individually self-sustaining, they 
held strongly to. the theory and the 
practice of social equality. When they 
saw their freedom, their self-govern- 
ment, and their social system men- 
aced they struck out boldly for inde- 
pendence. Having achieved it, they en- 
shrined the principles which they had 
established with their blood in the 
matchless provisions of the American 
Constitution. Another great conflict 
was necessary to preserve the Union, 
sustain the Constitution, and extend 
the area of freedom to include all our 
inhabitants, That these ideals might 
continue to dominate the course of hu- 
manity. we entered the World War and 
helped to perpetuate them through its 
victorious conclusion. When America 
has drawn the sword it has always been 
the people who have won. 

Carrying this chart of political prin- 
ciples, our hardy pioneers crossed the 
mountains and the plain, extending 
our dominions from ocean to ocean. 
We have opened up an enormous ex- 
panse of agriculture, reared great cities, 
organized mighty industries and created 
an immense commerce. Materially we 
have prospered, intellectually we have 
advanced, morally and spiritually we 
have improved. It is scarcely too much 
to say that all of this increase has gone 
to the benefit of the people at large. 

In spite of all this progress we are 
still a great distance from what we 
would like to be. Too many of our 
people are unprovided with the advan- 
tage of, education. The number who 
are lacking in religious devotion is al- 
together too large. While we have 
reached the highest point in matertal 
prosperity ever achieved, there is a 
‘considerable class of unskilled work- 
ers who have not come into full ‘par- 
ticipation in the wealth of the Nation. 


Crime Is Too Prevalent. 


Although our Government is sound 
and our courts are excellent, too many 
of us disregard the obligations of citi- 
zenship by neglecting to vote, and vio- 
lence and crime are altogether too prev- 
a

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alent. Our delinquencies are suffi- 

cient to require us to put forth all our 

efforts to work toward their elimina- 

tion. _ But we should not be discour- 

aged because we are surrounded by 

human limitations and handicapped by 
weakness. We 


emphasis is entitled to be placed on our 
imperfection, after all it is the progress 
we have made which is of chief signifi- 
cance. The conclusion that our institu- 
tions are sound, that our social system 
is correct, has been demonstrated be- 
yond question by our experience. It is 
necessary that this should be known 
and properly appreciated. Unless it con- 
tinues to be the public conviction, we 
are likely to fall a more easy prey to 
the advocates of false economic, politi- 
cal and social doctrines. It is always 
very easy to Rhema everything. It is 
sometimes difficult to deliver anything. 
In our political and economic life there 
will always be those who are lavish with 
unwarranted criticism and well supplied 
with false hopes. It is always well to 
remember that American institutions 
have stood the test of experience. They 
do not profess to promise everything, 
but to communities and to individuals 
who have been content to live by them 
they have never failed in their satis- 
factions and rewards. Here industry 
can find employment, thrift can amass 
a competency, and square dealing is 
assured of justice. 


Alludes to Lindbergh. 


Amid all her prosperity, America has 
not forgotten her ideals. Whenever dis- 
aster strikes any part of our own Nation 
or some other country, our people are 
unfailing in their generous charitable 
response to the need for relief. It is 
true that we are little given to follow- 
ing visionaries and are altogether im- 
patient with pretense and sham. The 
ideais which we seek must be practical. 
We are lavish in our admiration of real- 
ities. When one of your Western young 
men is the first to fiy from America to 
Europe our country hails him with a 
popular acclaim so spontaneous, s0 gen- 
uine, as to disclose the true values of 
our national character. 

The estimation which we, as a 
Nation, set upon the patriotic efforts 
of those who have served us in time 
of war is revealed not only in the 
untold treasure which we have lavish- 
ed upon them and their dependents, 
but also in the highest possible honors 
which have constantly been conferred 
upon them by their fellow citizens. As 
a people, we stand in respectful rever- 
ence before the things that are un- 
seen. It is but a passing glance that 
we bestow upon wealth and place, 
compared with that which we pour 
out upon courage, patriotism, holiness, 
and character. We dedicate no monu- 
ments to merely financial and economic 
success, while our country is filled with 
memorials to those who have done 
some service for their fellow men. 
This park stands as a fitting example 
of these principles. It is a memorial 
to those who defended their country in 
its time of peril. Through the benefits 
that it will bestow upon this com- 
munity, it is an example of practical 
idealism, 


Wants Country For Heroes. 


No one who is acquainted with 
history, who observes what is all about 
us, can fail to cherish the hope that 
we are entering on a wonderful future. 
It has been said that the war was 
fought to make a world fit for the 
abode of heroes. iI want to see our 
own country the first to make that 
expectation a reality. But if it. is to 
come true, it can only be through the 
industry, the devotion, and the charac- 
ter of the people themselves. The 
Government can help to provide op- 
portunity, but the people must take 
advantage of it. As the inhabitants of 
the North Township repair to this 
reinvigorated in body and mind by 
park in the years to come, as they are 
its use, as they are moved by the 
memory of the heroic deeds of those 
to whom it is dedicated, may they 
become the partakers and promoters 
of a more noble, more exalted, more 
inspired American life.

EUROPE’S BANK HEADS 
COMING FOR MEETING 


Gov. Strong’s Illness Brings 
International Session to 
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Court Mandate, Ousting City 
and County Election Offi- 
cers, on June 24. 


FRAUD AND CONSPIRACY 
ARE CHARGED IN RULING 


Governor Will Name Officials 
to Serve Until Novem- 
ber Election. 


Frankfort, Ky., June 14 (By A. P.).— 
An “inner circle of practical men” in 
the Republican party cost 49 city and 
nine Jefferson County elective offi- 
cials and an undetermined number of 
appointees their jobs. . 

The Court of Appeals, in an opinion 
today in the Democratic election con- 
test, ruled that “no election” had been 
held in Louisville and Jefferson Coun- 


ty in November, 1926. Fraud and con- 
spiracy, the court held, made the pro- 
ceedings gone through invalid. 

The court also scored the practice of 
expending large sums of money in elec- 
tions and said that the use of paid 
workers at voting precincts should not 
be countenanced by any political 
party. 

The mandate. of the court, ousting 
the officers, will be issued June 24, 
without prejudice to the filing of a 
petition for a rehearing within 30 days. 


May Choose Democrats. 


Successors to the ousted officials 
will be appointed by Gov. W. J. Fields. 
If he follows a precedent he establish- 
ed two years ago, when the Republican 
councilmen and aldermen were ousted 
by the Court of Appeals, he will ap- 
point the Democratic candidates in the 
1925 election. These officials, headed 
by Joseph T. O’Neal as mayor, will 
serve until their successors are elected 
in a special election in November. 

Among th. city officials affected 
we » Mayor Arthur A. Will, Police Judge 
E. M. Dailey, Miss Margaret Boyd, au- 
ditor, and Mrs. E. E. Bristo,, treas- 
urer. The county officials affected 
were Judge Henry I. Fox, J. Matt Chil- 
ton, attorney, and Aubrey Cossar, sher- 
iff. In all, 58 city and county offi- 
clals were defendants in the suits de- 
cided adversely for them. 

No election was held, the court said 
in its opinion, because of evidence of 
hiring and paying i iposters to casi 
illegal votes, acts of violation and in- 
timidation, and the carrying out, in 
part at least, of a scheme “concerted 
by an inner circle of ‘practical’ men in 
the Republican organization to get into 
the ballot boxes a sufficient number of 
false Republican ballots to insure the 
seating of the Republican candidates 
no matter what might be the result of 
the ballots lawfully cast.” 


No Evidence, Court Says. 


There was no evidence, the court 
added, that the candidates or the Re- 
publican campaign cemmittee, or any 
of them, had any knowledge of the 
deed. 

The court reviewed at length the 
evidence of 1,683 witmesses who testi- 
fled when the case was before the 
chancellors of Jefferson County, and 
reversed the opinion of the chancel- 
lors, who had held that while the Re- 
publicans admitted 500 illegal votes 
were cast, that wes not enough to 
change the result. 

In declaring that the corrupt and 
corrupting politician by his practices 
“is unleashing a power which may pull 
to death and destroy all that upholds 
our heritage of freedom,” the court said 
that it is the duty of the voters to 
sec that fair elections are held. 


Expenditures Are Scored. 


Condemning also the practice of 
spending large sums of money—the 
evidence showed the Republicans spent 
$140,000, and the Democrats $50,000— 
the opinion said that. “it is a sad com- 
mentary on present-day -politics that 
candidates and political parties must 
pay for almost every character of serv- 
ice rendered in election.” 

“Political and patriotic impulses seem 
no longer sufficiently potent to impel 
many voters to discharge their duties as 
citizens,” the opinion read. 

Commenting on the appointment by 
the mayor of a committee of represen- 
tative citizens to observe conditions, 
the court said that the conspiracy was 
not something that would be discov- 
ered by men of the type of those com- 
posing the mayor’s election day com- 
mittee, because the appearance of the 
committee was a signal for order. 


LIPTON AGAIN TO SEEK 
YACHT RACE TROPHY 


Attempt in 1928 to Be British 
Sportsman’s Fifth in 
30 Years. 


New York, June 14 (By A. P.).—Sir 
Thomas Lipton, English sportsman, 
made definite announcement today 
that he will challenge next year for 
the America’s cup, international yacht- 
ing trophy. Sir Thomas made known 
his intention at a luncheon given by 
Robert Dollar, president of the Dollar 
Steamship Co. 

His attempt to lift the cup in 1928 
will be the British sportsman’s fifth 
in 30 years. In his latest bid in 1920 
his Shamrock IV was beaten hy the’ 
American syndicate entry, Resolute. 

Since rules provide that a challenge 
must be filed ten months before the 
race, the event could take place in 
July of next year if Sir Thomas filed 
nee of his intention in the near 
uture.

DEMANDS ACTION NOW 


(By the Associated Press.) 


The Mississippi flood situation brings 
out the need for an “American Presi- 
dent and American policies,” Senator 
Reed (Democrat), Missouri, declared 
yesterday in a statement in which he 
reiterated his demand for an immediate 
session of Congress. 

“It is time that the administration 
gave some consideration to the welfare 
of this country and its citizens and for- 
got about European countries and their 
policies,” he said. “We gave large sums 
to the suffering Armenians and Bel- 
gians and other foreigners, which was 
all right, but I can not understand an 
administration that now refuses to do 
anything for the immediate relief of 
the stricken people in the flooded area. 

“No good can be accomplished by call- 
ing an extra session of Congres a month 
before the regular session in December, 
but a lot of good could be done if Con- 
gress would meet right now and find 
out how much money is needed for the 
immediate need of the suffering and 
appropriate it. These people need relief 
now, and not a year from now. 

“This country needs an American 
President that will look to the develop- 
ment of the resources of this country.” 

Senator Reed advocated as a flood 
control measure the construction of 
reservoirs on the head waters of the 
Mississippi tTIbutaries, which, he said, 
could be turned to the production of 
electrical energy and to irrigation of 
arid lands. 


CHAINS FOR CONVICTS 
WHO SOUGHT LIBERTY 


One Still Free and Another Is 
Near Death Follow- 


ing Break. 


Joliet, Ill., June 14 (By A. P.).—Hav- 
ing exhausted every humane method 
of imprisonment except the ball and 
chain in trying to kéep the condemned 
Slayers of Deputy Warden Peter N. 
Klein in the county jail, Sheriff Albert 
Markgraf has decided to use the heavy 
weights on them. 

The sheriff today said the ball and 
chain would be put on Charles Dusch- 
owski and Robert Torres as soon as 
the instruments could be obtained. 
Walter Stalesky, who lies between life 
and death at the hospital of the old 
State prison, with’a bullet through his 
lung, also will be chained if he lives. 

No trace has been’ discovered of 
Charles Shader, who made good his es- 
cape yesterday during the shooting 
which resulted in the death of Gregario 
Rizo, one of the condemned men. 

The appeal for a new trial by the 
convicted men is scheduled to be de- 
cided at the June term of the Supreme 
Court.

GOOK PROBATION RULING 


Ignores Parole Statute 
Limitations, Dectsion. 


WORDING OF LAW CITED 


New Orleans, La., June 14 (By A. P.). 
The United States Court of Appeals to- 
day reversed the decision of the Dis- 
trict Court of Northern Texas which 
granted a five-year probation to Dr. 
Frederick Cook. former explorer, now 
serving a fourteen-year sentence for 
using the mails to defraud. 

The refusal of the Court of Appeals 
to grant the probationary period 
marked another step in the test of the 
probation act of March 4, 1925, in an 
attempt to settle several controversial 
points. 

The decision held that the language 
of the probationary act “does not justi- 
fy the conclusion that it was intended 
to release from imprisonment a person 
confined in execution of a judgment of 
conviction rendered by a term of court 
which has expired, or that it changed, 
modified or to any extent repealed or 
superceded the statute dealing with 
that subject. 

“Nothing in the probation act indli- 
cates an intention to change the law as 
to the effect of the expiration of a term 
of court or the court’s control or juris- 
diction of a case in which a final judg- 
ment was rendered in that term,” the 
decision said. 

“If the probation act authorized the 
making of such an order, each court 
executing the power granted may, as to 
any imprisoned convict, set at naught 
the limitations and restrictions of the 
parole and commutation statutes, ieav- 
ing the system established by those 
} statutes in force only so far as each 
court is mentioned, in the exercise of 
an unrestricted discretion, may permit 
.t to remain in force.” 

Dr. Cook was convicted in November, 
1923, in the Northern Texas District

Harry Bruno, host at the luncheon 
and associate of Richard Blythe, Lind- 
bergh’s personal representative, was in- 
formed of the change in the flier’s plana, 
but he kept his counsel, Mrs. Lind- 
bergh attended the luncheon alone and 
left before it was through. 

Then Bruno, who apparently was also 
playing hide and seek or tag or some- 
thing, announced that Lindbergh had 
gone to Newark, thence to proceed to 
Washington to fly his “Spirit” back in 
time to attend the city dinner in his 
honor at the Commodore. 

This announcement stood up just 
about long enough to get in print. Then 
it was discovered that the flier had 
made another trip to Long Island, and 
that instead of being at Newark he was 
up in the rain above Curtiss field, 
circling about in a special Curtiss Oriole 
and “feeling out” the flying conditions. 


Finds Conditions Poor. 


He came down after 20 minutes to an- 
nounce that they didn’t feel so good. 
When he was informed that Bolling 
Field, at Washington, was under water 
due to the daylong downfall he an- 
nounced that the flight was definitely 
off until tomorrow. 

Then he started off in an automobile 
“for New York,” but stopped off in 
Garden City at the home of Frank H. 
Russell, vice president. of the Curtiss 
company, where he had lunch and 
passed the afternoon. 

The rain which had prevented the 
flight to Washington also caused post- 
ponement of a ceremony in Central 
Park at which the school children of 
New York were to sing, so the flier had 
the whole day to himself up to 6 o’clock, 
the hour for the dinner at the Commo- 
dore, where he was guest of honor and 
on the speakers’ program with Mayor 
Walker and other notables. 

After the dinner the only engage- 
ment was a private midnight theatrical 
performance at the Winter Garden ar- 
ranged by an organization of pilots. 

Mrs. Lindbergh passed the day quiet- 
ly, after the Newspaper Club luncheon, 
spending several hours at Columbia 
University and then returning to the 
Park avenue apartment. She did not 
go to the city dinner in her son’s honor, 
as that was a purely “stag” affair, 
but she was invited to accompany him 
to the midnight special performance. 


Worried Over Plane. 


Nils T. Granlund, radio announcer 
for Station WHN, Loew’s State Theater, 
writing in the Evening World today, 
said that Col. Lindbergh began “wor- 
rying about his ship, the Spirit of St. 
Louis, a few minutes after waking this 
mornine. x 

“ ‘Slim’ wants that ship here, so that 
he can start with it to St. Louis,” said 
Granlund. “He does not want the ship 
brought here by any one but himself. 
He wants it right away, so thai he can 
fuss over it and tune it up until Fri- 
day morning, when Maj.

Gets Taxi for Police. 


As the rain continued, Granlund 
says Lindbergh insisted that the motor- 
cycle policemen, who were following, 
“ditch” their motorcycles and ride 
under cover.

“Did you really think you had to take 
letters of introduction, and tell them 
when you came down on the field that 
you were Lindbergh?”

CONTRACT FOR BOOK 
SIGNED BY LINDBERGH 


Flier to Write 15,000 Words 
More Before Volume Goes 


to Press on Friday.

New York, June 14.—Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh signed his first contract to- 
day, the first of many contracts that 
may net him several million dollars. 
H. H. Knight, one of his financial back- 
ers, a fellow St. Louisan, is attending 
to the matter of these contracts and 
most of them will be attended to after 
Lindbergh arrives in Missouri. 

This first contract was made with G. 
P. Putnam's Sons, publishers, in the 
presence of Knight and others, and 
calls for the publication of Lindbergh's 
book, the story of his great adventure, 
his life, and his thoughts on flying. 

Col. Lindbergh has 15,000 words to 
write before the book, which he started 
aboard the cruiser Memphis last week 
is finished, yet the publishers state it 
will go to press Friday afternoon and 
will be on sale in two weeks. It will 
contain a preface of some 2,000 words 
by Ambassador Herrick. 

This signi of a contract was not 
included in the official program, but 
Lindbergh found time for it. 


Updike Would Train 
Boy Scouts to Fly 


San Diego, Calif., June 14 (By A. P.). 
Plans for the development of American 
aviation by training thousands of Boy 
Scouts to become pilots and aircraft 
mechanics under government super- 
vision, were outlined by Representative 
Ralph E. Updike, of Indiana, at a 
luncheon given by the Chamber of 
Commierce here today. 

“America must become supreme in 
the air and the quickest and most ef- 
fective way is to train the Boy Scouts 
along aeronautical lines,” said Mr. Up- 
dike. “Credit for this idea belongs 
to Edwin P. Thayer; secretary of the 
United States Senate, but I propose to 
sponsor a bill at the next session of 
Congress to establish this new branch 
of national defense.” 
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MOSCOW STIRRING UP WAR. 


The mass executions throughout Russia and 
the counterfeit wrath of the Soviet in its de- 
mands upon Poland point to but one conclu- 
sion—that the reds are in trouble at home and 
are trying to divert attention by stirring up a 
foreign controversy and war if possible. 

Nothing more absurd could be imagined than 
the charge that the British government con- 
spired to bring about the assassination of the 
Russian Minister to Poland. The fact that the 
assassin was a Russian refugee speaks for it- 
self. Obviously neither the Poles nor the Brit- 
ish had anything to do with thecrime. Neither 
country would gain anything by killing off all 
the foreign envoys of the Soviet. But the Rus- 
sian leaders are hard pressed and their set- 
backs in Peking and London have encouraged 
domestic insurrection that is dangerous and 
difficult to suppress. The only method that ap- 
peals to the Soviet is that which it charges 
against Great Britain—assassination. The red 
leaders talk of ‘‘terrorism” in Europe against 
the Communists, when the fact is that the only 
existing terrorism is in Russia, where it has 
been resumed with bloody ferocity. 

Millions of Russians are trying to get from 
under the detested rule that has fastened itself 
upon them. They would revolt in a moment 
if they were organized. The Communist lead- 
ers are holding power by terror, vigilantly de- 
stroying every indication of popular organiza- 
tion by murdering local leaders who ereret 
against their rule, _ 

The Polish government is doing its best to 
avoid a clash with the Soviet. It has made and 
is making all the amends that a self-respecting 
government could make for the murder of the 
envoy. A settlement will be reached if the 
Moscow regime is not bent upon war; and if 
it intends to stir up a foreign war, the murder 
of its envoy is as good a casus belli as any. 


BUS FARES, 


The Washington Rapid Transit Co., operator 
of the Sixteenth street bus line, attributes its 
operating loss to delay incidental to the opera- 
tion of electric traffic signals and to bad 
weather, particularly on Sundays and holidays, 
The explanation was made to the Public Utili- 
ties Commission on the company’s petition for 
permission to collect a straight 10-cent fare 
instead of three tokens for 25 cents. 

It is not necessary to go into the merits of 
the fare increase in order to label the “bad 
weather”’ explanation as ridiculous. The com- 
pany is operating in Washington, not Montreal, 
Quebec, or Cristobal, Canal Zone. Twice during 
the last winter snow heavy enough to require 
removal fell over the District of Columbia. Pos- 
sibly the week-ends during the spring months 
have been wetter than usual. Does a com- 
pany large enough to operate practically all 
bus service in a city of over 500,000 popula- 
tion conduct its affairs on such a narrow mar- 
gin that rainy weather spells the difference 
between red and black ink on its balance 
sheets? The suggestion is preposterous. 

Electric traffic signals may react unfavor- 
ably’ upon dhe operation of Sixteenth street 
buses. The system has created far better 
conditions for traffic in general, however, and 
is not going to be abandoned. Surely the 
lights are not an unmixed evil to the bus 
drivers, who find the intersections no longer 
jammed with traffic as it was before order 
was established. It is, of course, no longer 
possible to thunder up Sixteenth street in 
disregard of all intersections, depending upon 
the intimidating bulk of the bus to scatter 
other traffic. 

The Rapid Transit Co. will have to show 
good cause for the grant of a higher rate of 
fare. Traffic signals and bad weather do not 
fall in this category. The company is fully 
entitled to a fair return upon its investment. 
The utilities commission and the public must 
first know definitely, however, what goes to 
', make up the capital figure upon which the 
Bi - profit or Joss account is based.

THE PUBLIC BUILDING PROGRAM. 


The Public Building Commission, of which 
Senator Smoot is chairman, will meet to- 
morrow for the purpose of reaching a tenta- 
tive decision on the location of new buildings 
south of Pennsylvania avenue. It is not ex- 
pected that the conference this week will re- 
sult in a final disposition of all locations, 
because it is hoped and expected that before 
plans are definitely perfected Congress will 
provide for the acquisition of the entire area 
between Fifteenth street and the Capitol 
Grounds, south of the Avenue, that is not al- 
ready owned by the United States. 

It is expected, however, that the commission 
will be able to dispose of some of the most 
important questions in connection with the 
building program and that a report will be 
prepared for the guidance of the committees 
of the House and Senate in framing the legis- 
lation which is essential to the completion of 
the plans of the commissions that have set 
out to beautify Washington and provide facili- 
ties for the departments. 

Just how far the Smoot commission will 
be able to proceed toward perfecting the gen- 
eral program for building under the present 
authorizations is not yet known. But it is 
the purpose of the meeting to decide upon the 
general character of the surroundings of the 
structures and to definitely locate them as 
far as possible. 


FLORIDA COMES BACK. 


Florida’s. readjustment continues, accord- 
ing to reliable indications from that State. 
Collapse of the real estate boom and the dis- 
astrous hurricane presented a difficult prob- 
lem, which in the long run has served only 
to accentuate the solid character of the State 
itself. One of the most severe after effects in 
Florida was the condition of the banks. 
Financial institutions were faced with the task 
of liquidating assets at a time when virtually 
every other person in the State wanted to do 
the same thing. Suspension of business be- 
came general. 

During the past few months 25 banks, which 
were forced to suspend temporarily, have re- 
opened. In the majority of instances, it is 
stated, the depositors have made possible the 
resumption of business. Judging from this, 
Florida has learned that its future depends 
upon its own citizens, who on the ground can 
assist and take part in its development. Even 
during the height of the depression in land 
values there were many experts who insisted 
that the resources of Florida, if properly de- 
veloped, were unlimited. Florida has un- 
doubtedly learned by now that the proper 
method does not include speculative inflation. 


FIGHTING DISEASE. 


The concentration of medical science upon 
diseases which ravaged humanity in other days 
has been so successful that scourges and 
plagues no longer constitute a menace to hu- 
man life. Epidemic and virulent outbreaks 
have been checked in nearly all quarters of 
the globe, and the latest figures compiled by 
physicians establish the fact that heart disease 
is now the cause of more deaths than any other 
ailment. According to the statements of doc- 
tors, accompanying these figures, heart trouble 
reduces the span of life by more than one half, 
and 2,000,000 persons in the United States 
suffer from it sufficiently to have it interfere 
with their work, play and comfort. 

The encouraging phase of the disclosures 
made by the medical profession is that in the 
majority of instances disorders of the heart are 
preventable. Excessive use of any stimulant, 
whether {it be alcohol, coffee, tea or tobacco is 
often to blame. Focal infections, which can 
be cured with- comparative ease, are another 
contributing factor. Poor methods of life are 
also held guilty, and under this heading the 
automobile and other luxurious forms of mod- 
ern civilization are held largely responsible. 

The doctors of the country believe that a 
campaign of education can materially reduce 
the death rate from heart disease. All that 
is required, they say, is public recognition of 
the facts, and necessity for an early counter 
offensive against a disease which in its begin- 
nings does not always give the warning which 
many of those less dangerous do. 


VETERANS’ INSURANCE. 


With but sixteen days remaining in which 
World War veterans can convert their Govern- 
ment term insurance, it is imperative that the 
word be passed around immediately that unless 
the opportunity is taken advantage of now, it 
will be lost forever. The American Legion, 
realizing the unusual advantages attending 
the converted policies, has arranged to have 
officials of the Veterans’ Bureau and physicians 
present at the Bond Building Monday, Wednes- 
day and Friday nights until 9:30 o’clock, to 
assist those eligible in the preparation of their 
applications. 

The converted policies are issued in six 
standard forms, with an additional five-year 
convertible term policy for those who are 
financially unable at the present time to as- 
sume the payments on the standard forms. 
Argument for Government insurance is un- 
necessary. It is as good as a Federal bond. 
It is comparatively inexpensive. It participates 
in dividends. It makes no restriction as to 
occupation or travel. Those who are entitled 
to it may count themselves as lucky. By 
failing to convert, or reinstate and convert, 
their present policies, they are losing an un- 
usual opportunity. 

Every one who numbers in his acquaintance- 
ship a veteran of-the World War should make 
it a point to ascertain whether or not he has 
taken steps to retain his insurance. He does 
not favor the Government by so doing, but 
gree himself and his heirs. \ YJ

A definite demand exists for quicker trans- 
oceanic transportation. A boat capable of 
making a crossing in 60-odd hours will be a 
marvelous accomplishment, but doubtless fast 
transoceanic travel of the future will be high 
above the surface of the sea. Lindbergh has 
shown the way. . 


CREATING DISCONTENT. 


The National Industrial Conference Board, 
which appears to be engaged in a constant 
effort to point out to the people of the United 
States how heavy are the tax burdens they 
must bear, produces another jeremiad this 
week, in which it attempts to point out that 


“agriculture” is taxed three times as heavily 
today as it was taxed during the three years 
preceding the World War, in proportion to 
“agriculture’s” net profits. 

“Farmers,” says this prophet of gloom, 
“have benefited little from the tax reduction 
made by the Federal Government, since as a 
class they pay little in the way of Federal 
taxes. The individual earnings of most of 
them are insufficient to yield a taxable margin 
under the income-tax laws. Practically all 
their tax bills are property taxes collected by 
State and local governments, which with few 
exceptions have been continuously increasing 
their levies.”’ 

Just why it should be considered necessary 
to select the farmers as the greatest sufferers 
from the increase in taxation which has settled 
upon the country within the last few years is 
not explained. It is true that following the 
close of the war State and municipal commu- 
nities have very largely increased their bonded 
indebtedness. But the city dwellers have had 
debts piled against their properties altogether 
out of proportion to the increases in the debts 
of the States, For instance, the per capita in- 
debtedness of the State of New York, in which 
the farmers share the interest charges, amounts 
to less than $20, while the debt of Buffalo, 
the largest city in the State yet reported, is 
seven times as much per capita. The city 
resident bears a large share of the cost of the 
construction and maintenance of the improved 
roads that pass the farm, but the farmer pays 
no part of the cost of the pavement of the city 
streets, which are free for his use whenever 
he takes his produce to market. 

It is true that the burden of taxation is 
heavier today than it was during the years 
preceding the war, but the burden is propor- 
tionately far heavier on the taxpayer who 
dwells in a city than upon those who live in 
the rural districts. Why should the National 
Industrial Conference Board devote its ener- 
gies to this attempt to show the farmer that 
he is worse off than the small property owner 
in the city? 


HUGO AND ROMANTICISM. 


The literary movement which is now uni- 
versally known as Romanticism came to a 
head in Germany and in England earlier than 
it did in France, but when it developed in 
France it carried everything before it. Its 
great French apostle and protagonist was 


Victor Hugo, and the enthusiastic reception 
accorded to his drama, “Hernani,’’ when pro- 
duced in Paris in 1830, was the signal and 
the symbol of the downfall of that rigid’ 
classicism which had prevailed toward the 
close of the eighteenth century and the be- 
ginning of the nineteenth. 

It was, however, in the preface to his play, 
“Cromwell,” which was published in 1827, 
that Hugo outlined the aims and aspirations of 
the new movement, and gave the keynote and 
the batle cry to the young writers who, chafing 
under the restraints of the old literary meth- 
ods; were anxious to be off for the exploration 
of fresh fields and pastures new. It is, there- 
fore, in this year, 1927, that France celebrates 
the centenary of its own romantic movement 
which, with considerable appropriateness, it 
dates from the appearance of “Cromwell” and 
its famous and daring preface. 

It is also highly appropriate that the occa- 
sion is to be marked by the presentation to 
the City of Paris of Hauteville House, in the 
Island of Guernsey, where Hugo lived for 
twenty years, and where he produced, among 
other things, his amazing series of poems, 
“‘La Legende des Siecles,” and his great prose 
masterpiece, ‘“‘Les Miserables.” He was in 
exile then, for he was a fierce opponent of 
Louis Napoleon, and on the establishment of 
the Second Empire, he was compelled to fly 
from France. He sought refuge first at Brus- 
sels, then in Jersey, and finally in Guernsey. 
From his island home he attacked the emperor 
in “Napoleon le Petit’? (Napoleon the Little) 
and other works. From there also he ruled 
over French literature, and there, from all 
parts of Europe, he received the homage due 
to outstanding genius. 

Hugo has been freely criticized, and, indeed, 


on some points, on good and sufficient grounds. 


He has, however, retained his place in popular 
favor and, taken all in all, he is justly re- 
garded as one of the literary giants of the 
nineteenth century. It is, therefore, singu- 
larly meet that his memory should be hon- 
ored in connection with the hundredth anni- 
versary of that emancipation of literature 
which he so strikingly and so splendidly 
achieved. |

seven pounds. I’m 15 years old and 
healthy. Do you think it’s just my 
nature to be thin?

Answer—If the majority of your 
family, are slight of stature, it may be 
that your predisposition is toward 
slenderness. Unless you are painfully 
‘thin or easily tired, you need not worry 
about. your weight—especially at the 
age of 15. Remember that milk is a 
food and not _a beverage and that it 
should be takén slowly. A quart a day 
is not too much for you. You must get 
plenty of exercise out of doors and 
especially do things that bring the 
muscles of the arms and legs into play. 
Get at least nine hours sleep eve 
night, and lie down for a half hour 
during the day. That you are healthy 
and strong is the important thing—the 
matter of weight will adjust itself, I am 
sure.

Answer—Pimples, either on the face 
or other parts of the body, are the 
result of improper diet, lack of exercise, 
faulty elimination or poor circulation. 
You know best which of these causes 
has brought about the condition, and 
your very first step will be to correct 
it. Each day when you are in the tub, 
take a back brush (a brush with a long 
handle) and scrub your back. Dry 
briskly with a rough towel and have 
some one apply an antiispetic salve or 
ointment to each blemish until it is 
healed and has disappeared. I publish- 
ed an article about blemishes yesterday.

DON’T KEEP BABY ON BREAST TOO 
LONG. 


OME babies are kept at the breast 

too long. Some mothers make: a 

mistake in this direction as an off- 
set. for the great number who make the 
opposite mistake. 

The babies who are due to be weaned 
during the season of hot weather had 
better be switched now. A few may be 
carried over as they are until fall, par- 
ticularly if they are due to be weaned 
in August or September, but for the re- 
mainder now is the better time. 

In Eskimoland children stay at the 
breast until they are 4 to 6 years old. 
It is said that Indian babies were kept 
at the breast until they were several 
years old. But the children here have 


better foods than do the Eskimos and 
} the Indians. 


Dr. J. H. Marcus agrees with most 
physicians that the weaning process 
should be gradual. In order to make 
weaning easy as well as gradual, Dr. Jo- 
seph Brennemann says that we should 
begin feeding babies from cup and 
spoon early in life. When weaning 


time comes they are partially prepared 
for it. They have learned how to 
swallow out of a cup and to like it, 
and they have acquired a taste for 
foods other than breast milk. 

Dr. Marcus suggests that it is time to 


He begins by having the mother give 
one bottle feeding a day. All other 
feedings are given from the breast. 
This one feeding can be given with a 
cup and spoon, as Dr. Brennemann 
suggests, or out of a bottle. 

Many mothers do not wait for the 
first tooth to come to begin that one 
bottle a day. They start it very early 
in the baby’s life in order that the 
mother may get a chance to work or 
to leave home for recreation. 


The fresh milk given in this one 


bottle a day allowed the young baby 
should be diluted to suit the age of the 
child. 

When the object in giving the first 
bottle is as the first step in gradual 
weaning, ' it should be succeeded 
presently by a second bottle. If, say, it 
was planned to wean the baby in one 
month, the one bottle a day plan 
should be kept up for one week. Then 
follows one week of two bottles a day, 
the other feedings being from the 
breast. Then three, and later four, and 
sO On. 

At 12 months of age the baby should 
be weaned and living principally on 
undiluted, pasteurized, fresh cow’s milk 
or goat’s milk. 

Milk (even mother’s milk) is not a 
perfect and complete food for babies 
6 months old and older. They need 
cereals, soups, fruit juices, bread and 
some vegetables in addition.

Though the account of this transaction 
was at first withheld by Mr. Van Swer- 
ingen, at his lawyers’ behest, they 
changed their minds and he told the 
complete story. 

At the same time, however, he stood 
firmly by a refusal to give in detail 
the steps by which he, his brother and 
their associates had previously acquir- 
ed control of the Chesapeake & Ohio, 
and the question of whether he may 


be compelled to answer questions was 
reserved for a decision by the full 
membership of the commission.

RHINELAND SUBJECT

Britain, France, Germany and Belgium, 
and also representatives of Italy and 
Japan, met privately this evening and 
for two hours discussed the general 
European political situation, but espe- 
clally the problem of the Rhineland oc- 
cupation. Later they issued a common 
communique, limited to revealing that 
they will meet again at 5 o’clock tomor- 
row afternoon. M. Briand, however, 
added that he hoped tomororw to reach 
agreements on the questions at issue. 

Allied supervision of the dismantling 
of German fortresses, it is understood, 
is one of the questions to be considered, 
and the German spokesman indicated 
that Germany would accept some modi- 
fied arrangement. 

Dr. Stresemann made it clear that he 
must have a reduction in the troops of 
occupation if the Locarno policy is to 
be genuinely lived up to. 


Reds Killed in Riot; 
Linked With Moscow 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 
The Hague, June 14.—A serious Com- 
munist riot has broken out in the Isle 


of Celebes, in the Dutch East Indies. 
Gangs of native Communists, carrying 
red flags, attacked the headquarters of 
the police, severely wounding several. 
The police were forced to use their 
guns, killing many Communists and in- 
juring a considerable nusmber. The 
Communists finally were forced back to 
their campings. Numerous arrests 
were made, including that of the Com- 
munist leader Ali.

A Riga dispatch to the Poser 
Mell says that 28 more former 
officers have been shot at don ana and 
that the number of shootings in re- 
prisal, for the assassination of Peter 
Voikoff, Soviet envoy at Warsaw, now 
exceeds 100. 

“This new terror,” the correspondent 
adds, “has more than doubled the num- 
ber of suicides in Moscow, where there 
ave now from ten to fifteen daily. Mos- 
cow and Leningrad do not possess 
enough prison accommodations for the 
additional thousands of persons arrest- 
ed-in the past few days and guarded 
freight trains are leaving both cities 
nightly, taking victims to Siberia.” 

The authority for this statement is 
not given, but the correspondent quotes 
an announcement by the néwspaper 
Tzvestia (Moscow) ‘that in the event 
of further attacks on commissars 25 
prominent persons held as hostages in 
Mos: * + il be execuved, the G. ?P, U. 
(the political police) stating that the 
Soviet laws authorize it to execute 
without trial those whose death is 
judged to be expedient. 

Members of the American, British 
and French missions to the Baltic 
states attended the memorial services 
at the Riga Cathedral today for the 
twenty members of the Russian nobil- 
ity and others executed in Russia last 
week. Members of the Soviet Legation, 
says the Daily Mail’s dispatch, sta- 
tioned at the doors of the cathedral, 
carefully noted those attending. 


Soviet Worrles Berlin. 


Geneva, Switzerland, June 14 (By A 
P.).—German newspaper . correspon- 
dents, after interviewing Foreign Min- 
ister Stresemann today, telegraphed 
Berlin that Germany had decided to 
warh Soviet Russia that it was advis- 
able to bring to an end communistic 
propaganda in other countries. 

The German foreign minister was 
quoted as saying it was “a great pity’ 
that Soviet Russia did unwise things 
which strengthened the hands of her 
enemies. He believed, however, that 
responsible persons in other countries 
did not wish to break with Russia, 
though hotheads in some of them were 
demanding extreme measures.

TINGLE T0 BE SENT 
BACK 10 CONGRESS 


District Commissioners De- 
cide Not to Seek Solution 
in Supreme Court. 


NUMEROUS STREETS 
ORDERED RESURFACED 


Statute of Limitations Upheld 
as Weapon Against Tax 
Refund Suits. 


No attempt will be made by the Dis- 
trict authorities to obtain from the 
Supreme Court of the United States a 
review of the opinion of the District 
Court of Appeals voiding the alley 
dwelling law. 

Instead the question of either mak- 
ing the law effective amendment or 
abandoning it will be put up to Con- 
gress. 


This decision was made yesterday by 
the Board of District Commissioners on 
recommendation of Corporation Coun- 
sel Francis H. Stephens. The latter re- 
ported to the Commissioners that appli- 
cation for a writ of certiorari was the 
only way to get the question before the 
Supreme Court and that it was doubt- 
ful if the court would entertain the 
matter. He continued: 

“The second course is to abandon the 
prosecution in the courts and leave the 
matter in the hands of Congress for 
such legislation as may be deemed ex- 
pedient, if any. This law has been 
criticized severely both as to form and 
substance. The form is undoubtedly 
defective and if such a law is to remain 
on the statute books, in its shape un- 
enforceable by the courts, it is badly in 
need of amendment. 


Report to Congress Suggested. 


“J recommend, therefore, that the 
Commissioners adopt the second course 
and make a report to the congressional 
committees with a suggestion that the 
law, if one be deemed advisable at the 
present time, be redrafted.” 

Disregarding many protests over their 
decision, the Commissioners reaffirmed 
their action in directing the corpora- 
tion counsel to plead the statue of 
limitations whenever possible to de- 
| taxpayers suing for refunds of 

jal assessments for paving improp- 
erty collected from them by the Dis- 
trict government under the Borland 
law. 

The decision was-made several days 
ago over the advice of Corporation 
Counsel Francis H. Stephens, who told 
the Commissioners that in his opinion 
it would be unwise if not improper, 
for them to avail themselves of the 
technical defense that it was too late 
for claimants to sue. 


New Lights Ordered. 


At its last meeting the Federation of 
Citizens Associations publicly protested 
against the decision and asked the 
Commissioners to reconsider their ac- 
tion.

TONGUE-LASHING BLAMED 
BY SUED NAVY OFFICER 


Commander Darr Exonerated 
by Court of Accusation 
Lodged by Wife.

SHE NAGGED HIM, HE SAYS 


Commander Robert T. Darrow, 34 
years old,. the youngest naval officer 
ever to hold the assignment of chief of 
the mine, net and depth section of the 
Bureau of Ordnance, who was accused 
by his wife, Mrs. Virginia Darrow, of 
having abandoned her and their chil 
on September 2, 1926, was exonerated 
yesterday by Justice Bailey in equity 
court. A bill for maintenance filed by 
Mrs. Darrow on October 6, 1926, was 
dismissed, although the court gave her 
leave to amend for a limited divorce 
and promised another hearing next fall. 

In explaining his side of the domestic 
controversy, Commander Darrow in re- 
sponse to questions asked by his attor- 
ney, Austin F. Canfield, of Lambert, 
Yeatman & Canfield, caused consider- 
able amusement by one answer which 
slipped off his tongue. He was telling 
how Mrs. Darrow “tongue-lashed” him 
one day when he had a severe headache 
and could not eat his dinner. 

He admitted losing his temper and 
breaking up a chair, but explained that 
he was “damn near crazy” at the time. 
The court appeared to pay no attention 
to the slip of the tongue on the witness 
stand. 

The Commander admitted that he 
left his wife, but explained that he 
could no longer stand her “getting 
sore” and “tongue-lashing” him on 
numerous occasions. Several times, he 
said, his wife promised to stop nagging 
him, but always started again. Once he 
was compelled to undergo hospital 
treatment as a result of the strife at his 
home, he said. 

They were married, December 27, 
1916, although, Commander Darrow 
stated, he proposed to Mrs. Darrow two 
weeks after he met her at Annapolis. 
The Commander denied his wife's 
charges that he threatened to stir up a 
scandal unless she went to Paris, or to 
Reno or Mexico and obtained a divorce. 
Alimony payments of $175 a month to 
Mrs. Darrow wiil continue untfl the fall 
when the court will grant Mrs. Darrow 
another hearing.

TRAFFIC RELIEF PLAN 
WILL BE WORKED OUT 


Acquisition of Park Land 
Also on Program of Plan- 
ning Board Session. 


Major traffic arteries to relieve im- 
pending traffic congestion in the Dis- 


trict and condemnation procedure in 
acquiring future park land will be dis- 
cussed at a four-day session of the Na- 
tional Capital Park and. Planning Com- 
mission, beginning tomorrow. 

Under present plans already consid- 
ered by the commission’s coordinating 
committee, a system of important 
routes will be designated as major trav- 
el arteries and recommendations as to 
their width, paving and traffic regula- 
tions governing them may be made.

New Tax Bill Mailing 
Plan Being Considered 


A new plan, consolidating records 
and providing for the mailing of real 
estate tax bills to taxpayers was sub- 
mitted to the Commissioners yesterday 
by the Bureau of Efficiency, following 
an investigation lasting several months 
of the procedure of the assessor’s office. 

The bureau’s report said that the re- 
vamping of forms could be estimated 
to save the District $7,000 a year, but 
would require an initial outlay of 
$13,000 for equipment, _ loose-leaf 
binders, record sheets and labor.

International Society Is Told 
How Food Has Influenced 
Course of History. 


DR. LIPMAN STRESSES 
" PROBLEM OF SCIENCE 


Delegates Also Hear Farmer 
ls Worried by Fun and 
Farming Contest. 


There is a more or less definite rela- 
tion between man in his physical and 
mental make-up and his soil environ- 
ment, Dr. Jacob G. Lipman, president 
of the International Society of Soil 
Science, told the second session of the 
First International Congress of Soil 
Science yesterday at the United States 
Chamber of Commerce Building. 

“The supply.and quantity of food 
have made themselves felt in the cur» 
rents of human history. They have in- 
fluenced race and national land legis- 
lation and policies. Because of this, the 


student of soils is often tempted to ana- 
lyze, if not to détermine, the signifi- 
cance of soils as a factor of human 
history,” Dr. Lipman said. He declared 
that the stability of human society in 
any part of the world is affected vitally 
by the supply of soluble salts in the 
soil and that it is the duty of science 
to determine how these can be con- 
served and increased. “We are the tech- 
nical advisors to the nations who are 
trustees of precious raw materials,” he 
he said. “These must be used wisely 
and conserved effectively in. order that 
human kind may travel with the least 
pain and sorrow on tis road of destiny. 


Agriculturists’ Trend. 


The congress adopted a_ resolution 
introduced by Sir John Russell, di- 
rector of the Rothamstead Station, of 
England, expressing the sympathy of 
the congress to Dr. Milton Whitney, 
chief of the Bureau of Soils of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, who is seri- 


ously ill at his home here. Dr. Whit- 
ney was described as one of the out- 
standing figures in the world study of 
this science. 

“We, as a people, are eating less, 
wearing less and motoring, movie-ing 
and radio-ing more than we were a few 
years ago,” said Charles H, McDowell, 
president of the Armour Fertilizer 
Works, of Chicago. “Fun and farm- 
ing are in competition, and the farmer 
is wondering what is going to happen 
to him that hasn’t already happened. 
After all, farming is his living, his 
business, and social and financial profit 
is his goal. Hard times on the farm 
tends to poor farming, to neglect of 
the soil, to high overhead costs, even 
though out-of-pocket be small.” 

“With the tractor of modern soil 
science hitched to the plow of prac- 
tical experience, farmers willing to fol- 
low the check row of best practice 
will year in and year out do more, live 
well and continue to contribute to the 
physical, moral and financial welfare 
of our people,” he continued. 


Fertilizer Discussed. 


He pointed out that in any plan of 
economic farming the use of fertilizer 
was @ prime essential. Of last year’s 
corn crop, 52 per cent was soft corn, 
he said, due to lack of phosphorous in 
the soil. He called upon the agreno- 
mists and soil scientists to give earnest 
study to these problems so that manu- 
facturers might be guided in the fer- 
tilizer concentration to be offered the 
farmer. 

The scientific section meetings were 
held in the afternoon. . A paper by Dr. 
Julius Stoklasa, of Czechoslovakian Na- 
tional Experiment Station at Prague, 
who was unable ta be present, was 
read. He pointed out that the carbon 
dioxide in the air is not sufficient for 
the building up of plants, but that a 
great deal is obtained from the soil 
itself 

Dr. B. Muriel Bristol-Roach,. of Roth- 
amsteaad Station, described creatures 
that seem to be a missing link between 
the world of independently green plants 
that can build their own food out of 
inorganic material and the world of de- 
pendent plants, including the fungi and 
bacteria, that must have ready-made 
Organic food to live on. 

The delegates attended a formal re- 
ception at the Pan-American Union last 
night tendered by Secretary of Agri- 
culture Jardine.
